6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior arts of record: Dasgupta, teaches using probe for a distributed 
operating system, while probe can monitor and modify application program 
execution without intenrupting the current execution. Mathews teaches Java Remote 
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Methoed invocation {RM\) to develop distributed computing applications. Flanagan 
teaches JAVA Virtual Machine. Raj and Engel teach accepting a selection and 
involving methods. However, none of them teaches a system for modifying an 
application during real-time execution, which comprising an application running a 
JAVA virtual machine, and an object shell console attaches to the application
